The men who had places in 
the mines before the strike will have 
to be content with what the operators 
give. Old engineers who have been in 
the service of the companies for many 
years and went on a strike will find 
new men in. their places and many 
•will not be taken back. 


It will be the same way with the fire- 


men and the pump runners. 
Of the 


miners' laborers, the company hands, 
there are sufficient in the region now 
to fill the places that are to be filled.: 
But there are hurrying back from the; 
soft coal field and elsewhere manyi 
thousand of the strikers who went 
away to get work.

St. Louis, Oct. 17—A Boer colony of 


300 familie^ will be established at 
some point on the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railroad, probably Monnett 
Mo., about 60 miles southwest, of St 
jbouis. 


Rev. Otto De Thompson, a field colo- 


nel in the Boer army, who was accus- 
ed by the British of firing on a Red 


train, is here looking after the 


interests of his exiled countrymen. He 
will be joined shortly by Dr. Reitz, 
secretary of the Transvaal Repubiica, 
who is now in Washington, conferring 
with officials of the State Department. 


"My mission," said Dr. De Thomp- 


son, "is to look over the ground and 
then establish a church, as the Boers 
who are very devout, naturally settle 
where there is a church. We expect- 
ed to return to South Africa, but For- 
eign Secretary Chamberlain has made 
that step impossible, and we intena 
now to seek a haven in this state.

DESPERATE MEASURES 


To Lighten the Vessel That Stranded on Reef Near 


Cuban Coast—Men Tortured Brutes 


To Leap Overboard. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 17— Three hun- 


dred head of cattle killed in an efforl 


to lighten a ship ashore, 200 left to die 


on a coral reef level with the sea 150 
miles off shore and 1,000 left to perish 
in tie hold of the abandoned steamer 
Fri is the rare tale of the sea told by 
Charles Lursen, a ship wrecked marin 
er, who arrived in port on the steam- 
er Hippolyte Dmo.s 
from Port An- 


tonio. 


The Fri, a Norwegian steamer of 


1.37C gross tons and a length of 232 
feet, in charge of Captain Ellingers, 
sailed out of Carthegena, Central Am- 
erica, September 22, with 1,500 head of 
cattle for Cienfuegos, Cuba, where the 
animals were to 
be slaughtered for 


food. Tney accepted the three decks 
in the hold and the ripper deck. 


On the morning of September 26 the 


ship brought 
up suddenly 
with 
a 


crunching sound on a coral reef 150 
miles at sea, off the Cuban coast. That 
day the Captain and three men started 
out in a small row boat equipped wltn 
a sail, in an effort to reach the shor«, 
150 miles distaint, when a storm came 
up and drove them back to the ship for 
shelter. 


On the second day that the Fri 


been on the reef it was decided to cast 
the live stock into the sea with the 
hope that the loss of weight would 
permit the ship to float. All those on 
the forward part of the upper deck 
were led to the gangway and goaded 
with sticks and clubs until they were 
compelled to jump or fall 20 feet and 
strike the sea with a splasn. If a steer 
was stubborn 
the men twisted his 


tail, shouted the louder and poked him 
.he harder and he jumped or fell over 
(he ship's side. This work was kept 
up for hours, all hands, numbering 22 


men, 
being at ..work hurrying cattle 


nto the sea. They swam round and 
round the ship -in a manner that sug- 
;ested that they were appealing for; 


covered, while they raised their noseb 
above the whitecaps to breathe. 


. 
The cattle in the hold had to come 


up through the hatchways, there being 
no cargo ports through which 
they 


could be led overboard. This 
lated resorting to harsh measures as 
the ship had to be floated quickly, if 
at all. 


In order to get the cattle out a haw- 


ser attached to a steam winch and a 
cargo derrick was lowered into the 
forward hold and the hawser placed 
about a steer's neck. He was jerked 
out of the hold by steam and as he 
came up through the hatchway a man 
stood by with an ax to knock the beast 
senseless before the boom swung over 
the ship's rail and let its burden drop 
into the ocean. 
This work, too, went 


on for four hours, and when one man 
became tired of the killing another one 
took his place. In this manner 300 
head of cattle were killed and as many 
carcasses floated away to dot the sea 
to leeward. It was then decided that 
the ship could not be floated in this 
manner. 
One thousand cattle were 


still in the hold. They were to be left 
to their fate—to die of thirst hunger 
and the ill ventillation of the 
stuffy 


hold. It was decided that all hands 
were to leave the ship in the small 
boats and make a try to reach 
the 


coast, 150 miles away. The 1000 cat- 
tle were given one last full meal, but 
there was no water for them. 


Three boats were lowered, and into 


these went the 22 men, biscuits, casks 
of water, naufical instruments 
and 


sails and oars. -When they left the 
side of the Fri the greater part of the 
200 cattle on the reef 
were stolidly 


standing up to their stomachs in an 
expanse of sea unbroken save by the 
Fri to be a gigantic steel coffin of the 
1000 sufferers that had not even a 
porthole to let in the light or air.

Generals Receive an Ovation in Berlin 


Where They Were Welcomed by 


Lueckhoff. 


Berlin, Oct. 17—The Boer generals 


arrived at the Tiergarten station here 
from Paris and were 
welcomed by 


Herr Lueckhoff, president of the re- 
ception committee. They were driven 
to the hotel of the Four Seasons where 
they were received with great enthus- 
iasm. Herr Trojan, editor of Kladder- 
dadatsch greeted them by reading a 
sonnet. In his reply to the editor Gen- 
eral Botha emphasized the non-politic- 
cal character of 
the mission of the 


Boers, the only purpose of which he 
said was to alleviate the unspeakable 
misery of their people. The generals 
responded to the calls of the immense 
crowds in front of the hotel by appear- 
ing on the balcony and addressing the 
people. General Dewet said the Boers 
had been defeated m war and submit- 
ted to their fate. Crowds lingered In 
front of the hotel until after 10 o'clock 
at night.

OF TEXAS LAND 
GRANT IS AT- 


TACKED. 


Grant Made Before the Mexican War. 


Many Other Similar Cases May 


Follow. 


Houston, Texas, Oct. 17—Suit was 


filed in the Federal Court of the South- 
ern Texas District yesterday by an at- 
torney for William H. Williams, of 


incinnati, as the direct descendant 


and heir of Samuel M. Williams, for 
the possession of all that portion of 
Anderson and Freestone counties, in 
this state, not permanently held by 
residents of more than five years. 
Land amounting to 50,000 acres, and 
valued at more than $1,000,000, is in- 
volved. The property is now held by 
Vicente Gorastiza and other heirs of 
Juan. I. Aquillera, who was a patrician 
of Mexico before the time of Santa 
Anna. 


The story goes back to the days 


when Texas was a colony of Mexico, 
la order to induce emigration to Tex- 
as the Mexican government made im- 
mense grants of land to the distin- 
guished patriots of that republic by 
which American impresarios, as they 
•were termed, were given complete con- 
trol over the territory as agents with 
power of attorney for the real benefi- 
ciaries. 
Among those who took ad- 


vantage of this opoprtunity was Sam- 
uel M. Williams.. In company with 
Steven F. Austin and other Texas he- 
roes he was influential in bringing to 
this country hundreds of citizens of 
t!ie Northern States who later fought 
for the independence of Texas. Sam- 
uel M. 'Wmiams was the grandfather 
of Williams, plaintiff in the litigation 
just begun. 


The validity of the grant was never 


questioned until now, and the heirs of 
the original grantee have been reaping 
rich rewards from 
the holdings for 


tae past 30 years. Yesterday Vmcente 
Gorastiza is one of the wealthiest and 
most influential citizens in Mexico, re- 
siding in the capital of that country . 


Recently the Supreme Court of Tex- 


as handed down a decision in a case 
in which the title to land under old 
Mexican grants was seriously attack- 
ed and favoring claims put forward by 
heirs of the 
impresarios. 
On the 


strength of this decision the case is 
brought. 
\ 


Prominent attorneys, who have ex-'j 


amined the decision closely are unani- 
mously of the opinion that the action 
is well taken, but owing to the fact 
that such a large amount of property 
is involved and that the validity of al' i 
such grants are attacked, the case will 
be fought to a finish. If Wilnams is! 
successful hundreds of other descend- 
ants of old Texas families will insti-l 
tute similar proceedings. Hundreds i 
of thousands of acres worth millions 
of dollalrs are involved, together with 
thousands of property owners over the 
state.

Orange Dunlap of this city, is the 


only man in Richland county to our 
knowledge who has ever succeeded in 
falling 63 feet from a church steeple 
and still lives. 


This daring feat was not performed 


willingly, however, as Mr. Dunlap was 
engaged in painting the steeple of the 
Covenanter church at Utica in 1891. 
He grasped a defective timber in the 
scaffold and the stick being green and 
having been split when

gave way and hurled him to the earth 
63 feet below. As he descended head 
first he thought he ought to make 
some effort to strike the ground feet 
first. Making a desperate effort he 
turned and when he came in contact 
with the earth a moment later struck 
feet first.

His ankle was broken and he 
was otherwise injured so that he was 
unable to work from June 7 to Nov.
